AN ACT Relating to penalties for using drivers’ |icenses and
identicards to conmt fraud; amendi ng RCW46. 20. 336 and 46. 20. 091; and
prescribing penalties.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCWA46.20.336 and 1990 ¢ 210 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) It is a gross m sdeneanor for any person:

((2r)) (a) To display or cause or permt to be displayed or have
in his or her possession any fictitious or fraudulently altered
driver’s license or identicard;

((£2)) (b) To lend his or her driver’s license or identicard to
any other person or knowingly permt the use thereof by another;

((63))) (c) To display or represent as one’s own any driver’s
license or identicard not issued to himor her;

((4)) (d) WIllfully to fail or refuse to surrender to the
departnent upon its |awful demand any driver’s |icense or identicard
whi ch has been suspended, revoked or cancel ed;
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6y)) (e) To permt any unlawful use of a driver’s license or
identicard i ssued to himor her.
(2) It is a class C felony:

(a) To use a false or fictitious nane in any application for a
driver’s license or identicard or to knowingly make a fal se statenent
or to know ngly conceal a material fact or otherwise conmt a fraud in
any such application;

(b) To counterfeit or fraudulently alter a driver’s license or
i denti card.

Sec. 2. RCW46.20.091 and 1996 c 287 s 5 are each anended to read
as foll ows:

(1) Every application for an instruction permt or for an original
driver’s license shall be nmade upon a formprescribed and furni shed by
the departnment which shall be sworn to and signed by the applicant

before a person authorized to adm ni ster oaths. ((Ar—appH-ecant—aking
ol I hi I . . - e g ol .

(2) Every such application shall state the full name, date of
birth, sex, and Washington residence address of the applicant, and
briefly describe the applicant, and shall state whether the applicant
has theretofore been licensed as a driver or chauffeur, and, if so,
when and by what state or country, and whether any such |icense has
ever been suspended or revoked, or whether an application has ever been
refused, and, if so, the date of and reason for such suspension,
revocation, or refusal, and shall state such additional information as
the departnent shall require, including a statenment that identifying
docunent ati on presented by the applicant is valid.

(3) Whenever application is received from a person previously
licensed in another jurisdiction, the departnment shall request a copy
of such driver’s record from such other jurisdiction. Wen received,
the driving record shall becone a part of the driver’s record in this
state.
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(4) Wenever the departnent receives request for a driving record

from another licensing jurisdiction, the record shall be forwarded
wi thout charge if the other licensing jurisdiction extends the sane
privilege to the state of Washington. O herwise there shall be a

reasonabl e charge for transmttal of the record, the anount to be fixed
by the director of the departnent.
